Tax Sovrn StuEEr Bribew.—Sevoral
Weeks since Counaits passed a resolntion In
structing the Committee on Snrvevs to take nto
tonsideration mil acts of Assewmbly resting to
the construction of o bridge across ghe Schuyl-
kill river, at South streot.  The committes met,
and in accordsnce with & resolution, the Chiet
Enginver bas prepared o report upon the sub
ject, which i& now in the posscssion of the
committee, and will be sybmiited to Councils
by them, The Chief Bogincer, in his report,
states that in May, 1861, the Legislature passed
an act requiring the ercction of o bridee at
South street, providing the cost should not
exceod $260,000, Nothing was done by Councils
in the promises until April, 1864, when the
Chiet Envineer was d rected to prepare o plan
and estimate, The report sus presented April
16, 1865, showine the approximate cost would
be $500,000, Hore evervthing rested untll the
Leglslature, in April. 1866, creatod a Commission
with full authority o commence the erotlon of
s bridge, satd Commisvion having wuthority to
ereaw a lean not exceeding £6000,000, Tue En
gineer snys that no detailed plan hns set boen
prepared, but w1 belleved that the amount
natwed in the act as to the limit of cost will be
Isutficient 1o complete s0 extensive a work in
& manner eredituble ro the ety of Philadeliphia,
In concluding the report the Olnet SHYS—

“In the constrootton of this budge it is vary im
portant that we should, 1 possib o, avold thouso ot &
draw. othorwise we will by compel'od o resort 1o
the otijoctionalde slide druw, or reduce the widih of
structure to about twenty feel, so arranging the
masonry a8 ro pormit the orection of w third truss
whenevoer the draw pler shall be removed. { shon d
hope that a permanent bridgs would be ndopted, ns
the gromter part of the business of the river is the
leading of tho Hehuvikili Canal, whieh s done by
tugs ard canal boats.
